One of the chief Officers in the King’s court was the 
Traedjacg, or Foot-fcratcher, whefe employment it was 
to hold the King’s feet in his lap, from dinner till bed 
time, and feratch him. £f2 a ddyly ddaly traed y Brenin 
gn ei a fied or pan ddechreuo eijdedd yn et gyfeddach vn y 
ali gyjgu, ac a ddyly gofi y Brenin. Lib. I. C. 37. The 
fame cuftom was certainly uled in Scotland 5 which occa- 
fioned King James I. to fay, that ¢ Scratching for the itch 
¢ was too great a pleafure for a iubject. 

The third Officer in dignity was the Maer Bifwai/, or 
Yeoman of the cow-dung, who looked alter the King’s cattle, 
and had the honour of fleepny in the buttery. C. 38. 

The fifth honour was giveato the Porthawr, or Porter : 
who had the milt and gut of every animal that was kill’d 
for the ule of the kitchen, asa perquifite. He was allow’d 
alfo what was left of the King’s toafted cheefe. Ae a ddy/y 
Gadit y Carvs 2 boppo. C. 40. Cheefe was always etteem’d 
avery great dainty in our Country, as appears by the value 
fet upon a Cat Lib. IIL. C. 5. This Animal, as {oon as it 
was able to catch mice, was valued at four pence, the full 
price of agoat.. Care was taken by our good King, that ths 
price fhould not be railed ; and he is very particular in 
defcribing the qualities requifite in a good Cat: fhe mui 
have good ears, eyes, teeth, claws and tail, be a good mou- 
fer, and not eat her kittens. If any one fhould kill the 
cat, that looked after the King’s barn, a very extraordinary 
fine was laid upon him. ‘The cat was hung up by the 
tail, with her head touching a plain even floor, and then 
wheat was heap’d about her, up to the tip of her tail. 
This quantity of wheat was tite fine laid on him who 
had committed fo great acrime. ‘The Porter was em- 
ployed alfo to procure ftraw for the King’s bed. This 
was an office of fome trouble ; becaufe the delicacy of that 
ancient Monarch was fo great, that he conitantly had clean 
{traw every night. 

The Palace of his Majefty feems to have been about 
equal in magnificence to that of Evanper, defcribed in the 
Sth Zneid. It was thatched, and tuflained by 6 columns, or 
perhaps rather polls. ‘The penalty of burning or cutting 
down one of thefe columns, was 40 pence. The roof 
Was valued “at 80 pence. The Palace of a Noblemin was 
valued at half the price of the King’s. ‘Theie palaces, we 
may reafonably fuppoie, were moveable; which manner is {till 
retained among the American Indians : which is a good 
argument to fhew, that thefe are derived trom our An- 
ceitors, notwithttanding the Author of Hubibras endeavours 
to ridicule this opinion in Part 1, Canto 2.
